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BELIEVE IT! 


A group of private business- 
men, commissioned last year by 
California’s Republican governor 
to tell him how to save money, 
made its report last month, but 
it’s hard to come by. 


The 145-page document costs 
$25 a copy. It may be that the 
state is exhibiting its usual su- 
per-concern for the dollar, or the 
reason could be that the report’s 
recommendations would create 
a public uproar if it were handy 
to everybody who are interested. 


For instance, here are a couple 
of paragraphs from the $25 re- 
port, which we got to see for a 
month after it appeared. 


“Other significant suggestions 
offered by the governor’s survey 
would: 


“Charge claimants a 10 per 
cent fee for handling recovery 
claims through the services of 
the Department of Labor Law 
Enforcement.”

THAT translates into — if you 
have a wage claim and if the 
labor commissioner’s office de- 
cides to handle it, you'll pay 10 
per cent of what your employer 
has done you out of before you 
know whether or not you're go- 
ing to get your money, 

It doesn’t say “10 per cent for 
claims which are recovered.” It 
simply says “10 per cent for 
handling recovery claims.” 

The Department of Labor Law 
Enforcement, more familiarly 
known as the labor commission- 
er’s office, was set up to serve 
working people, who pay taxes 
too. 

The governor’s task force 
seems bent on turning that ser- 
vice agency into a profit-making 
agency. In the bad old days of 
real corruption, people occasion- 
ally paid off individual officials 
to get government help. 

That’s all in the past. Now, if 
the task force has its way, it 
will be government itself which 
has its hand out. 

Of course, your chance of being 
asked to cough up 10 per cent is 
small, since the labor commis- 
sioner’s policy now is to send un- 
ion members back to their un- 

- ions to collect wage claims. Un- 
ions aren’t always equipped to 
enforce labor law. That’s the 
state’s responsibility. 

So, while you may not get your 
pay, you probably won’t have to 
pay the state to try.

Hern concedes on Kingsport 
trust fund issue “nied state 


The Reagan administration’s 
labor commissioner has. back- 
tracked on previous state policy 
which, a union attorney said, 
had made it impossible for union 
fringe benefit trust funds to 
move for collection of unpaid 
employer contributions, 

The change-or policy came as 
preparations went forward for a 
suit by labor to force Labor Com- 
missioner William Hern’s office 
for unpaid 
wages filed by union members. 
TRUST FUNDS 

That refusal had been coupled 
with a new state policy requiring 
trust funds to.charge employer 
unlawfully and with intent to de- 
fraud had failed to make health 
and welfare,~ pension or other 
fringe benefit fund payments. 

It meant’ labor attorney Vic- 
tor Van Bourg pointed out, that 
trust fund officers would be open 
to suits for false arrest or libel 
if they could not prove their 


charge — and such charges are 
| practically impossible to prove. 

| Van Bourg disclosed this week 
that Hern had agreed to drop 
the requirement that trust funds 
must accuse non-paying employ- 
‘ers of intent to defraud and un- 
|lawful action. That, the attorney 
|Said, means a return to the pre- 


vious policy on trust fund contri- 


butions. 


Van Bourg, meanwhile, ob- 
tained depositions of Hern and 
/Dan Longaker, former assistant 
labor commissioner, in the suit 
on wage claims filed by the Ala- 
|meda County Central Labor 
Council and the State Council of 
Carpenters. 

They are seeking qa return to 
| the pre-Reagan policy in which 
| the state had accepted its re- 
| sponsibility to investigate and 
|move for collection of unpaid 
wage claims of all workers.

Building 
trades labor, he pointed out, is 
proceeding with management on 
an industry affirmative action 
program, guaranteeing equal job 
opportunity. 

The labor-management pro- 
gram, based on experience in the 
building industry as well as equal 
opportunity, is to cover six Bay 
Area counties as distinguished 
from localized programs like Per- 
alta’s.

Shoes, houses will cost you more

You'll be greeted by higher 
prices, especially for shoes, when 
you shop for Easter clothing this 
Spring. 

If you are looking for a house, 
you'll have to cope with rising 
mortgage interest rates and 
higher tags on the houses them- 
selves, virtually pricing working 
people out of the market. 

Food prices are moving up 
again. But there are several 
good buys in March. This sum- 
mer you will be hit by the high- 
est food prices on record. 

SHOE PRICES: Shoes are the 
largest single expense in a cloth- 
ing budget. Shoe prices have 
jumped 28 per cent in the past 
decade, about twice the rise in 
other clothing. Shoes have gone 
up again this past year while 
hide-prices dropped 21 per cent, 
and leather, 7 per cent. Whole- 
Sale shoe prices rose 3 per cent. 


One help is the trend to lower 
prices on shoes with uppers made 
of Corfam, Aztran and similar 
synthetic leathers (called “por- 
omerics”’). 

People who have bought the 
synthetic leather shoes report 
more scuff resistance and better 
appearance over a longer period 
wihout frequent shining. 

They are more comfortable 
than older synthetics since they 
let in air, They do not “give” like | 
leather. So you need to make 
sure of a roomy enough fit. 

Watch out for quality deteri- 
oration which tends to occur 
when shoe prices rise. The label 
inside the shoe tells you what 
materials are used. In leather 
shoes look for pliable, closely- 
grained leather. A_ well-con- 
structed shoe has a thin strip 
of leather called a welt, to which 
both upper and sole are joined 
(not directly to each other). 

Prices of children’s shoes are 
as much as $10. Prices are lower 
at chain stores and discount 
houses but you have to be es- 
pecially careful about fit. When 
bought, children’s shoes should 
be one-half inch longer than the 
foot and at least one-quarter 
inch wider at the toe. The ball of 
the foot should come at the 
widest part of the sole, and the 
heel should fit snugly but with- 
out binding.

York City areas allow up to 10 
per cent non-meat fillers. 

Stores recently have been of- 
fering specials on franks, With 
other meats high, it may be use- 
ful to put hot dogs on the menu. 
If you don’t have full confidence 
in a store’s meat department, 
it may be more reassuring to buy 
franks and other meat products 
which have on their label a 
little circle with the words “U. 
S. Inspected.” 

Extenders or fillers are cereal 
and/or nonfat dry milk. Franks 
with these extenders have high- 
er-quality nutrition than the 
“all meat” or “all beef” ones. 

Franks have a relatively high 
content of fats. Federal regu- 
lations permit processors to add 
up to 10 per cent water. The re- 
sult is that franks have less pro- 
tein than hamburger, chuck and 
other moderate price peats. 

FOOD BUYINNG CALENDAR: 

Eggs are the buy for March. 
Prices are dropping as the result 
of increased production. A dozen 
large eggs weigh about 1% Ibs. 
You can figure that they now 
cost 30 cents a lb. and have a 
protein cost less than almost any 
meat. 

Cheddar cheese and tuna are 
other low-cost protein buys. In 
meats, pork is seasonably more 
abundant and priced lower.

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Getting Your 
MONEY'S WORTH 


Your’re probably aware that 
it’s poor practice to connect 
several electrical applicances on 
the same outlet. It risks over- 
loading a circuit. But you may 
also create a hazard by putting 
together the seemingly innocu- 
our combination of a 10- or 12- 
ampere appliance and an ordin- 
ary, ready-made extension cord 
available in most hardware 
stores. 

The plug receptacle at one end 
of the cord will probably be 
clearly market “15 amp” so you’d 
be justified in concluding that 
the cord was husky enough for 
the job. And you’d probably be 
wrong. The wire portion of most 
of the household cord sets are 
18-guage size and parallel cord 
construction—meaning that the 
cord, receptacle and plug should 
be used for 7 amp. at most 


THE RATING of the cord Will 


appear on a label, but it may be» 


much less visible and will be 
less permanent than the recep- 
tacle’s marking. Thus, it’s easy 
to mistake the limitations of an 
extension cord for the higher 
limitation of the receptacle at- 
tached to it. 


Cord, receptacle and plug all 
carry the Underwriters Liabora- 
tories (UL) label, so Consum- 
ers Union asked UL why they 
should be so confusingly mark- 
ed. The answer was that the 
practice dated back many years 
and, while there had been some 
discussion on the subject, there 
had been no agreement so far 
on any change. 

The advice in the March issue 
of Consumers Reports is to as- 
Sume a 7-amp capacity for any 
extension cord unless you’re pos- 
itive it’s designed for more cur- 
rent.

Social Security benefits are not 
taxable and should not be re- 
ported as income on your Federal 
income tax return, the Intérnal 
Revenue Service reminds re- 
tirees. 

Social Security benefits, how- 
ever, are used in computing the 
retirement income credit and'are 
important in determining a claim 
for a dependency exemption.

Fitters 444, and 16 years as a un- 
ion officer, got his first job as a 
plumber’s helper in Wilkes-Barre,

NO APPRENTICESHIP 

There was no such thing as 
plumber apprenticeship in 
Wilkes-Barre then, and Art work- 
ed nine years as a helper before 
the depression threw him out in 
the street. 


He made ends meet by selling 
‘insurance for several years. In 


1941 he passed the journeyman | 


|test in Wilkes-Barre and came 
to the East Bay in 1943 and went 
to work as a plumber under Lo- 
cal 444 contract. 


Having learned his skill the

Joint aerospace 
bargaining aims set 
by UAW, Machinists 


The Auto Workers and the Ma- 
hinists set joint goals for bar- 

aining with big aircraft and 
space vehicle manufacturers this 
year and served notice they will 
not be sidetracked by manage- 
ment foot-dragging or govern- 
ment intervention in the bar- 
gaining process. 

Some 550 delegates at a Los 
Angeles conference unanimously 
approved a program designed to 
win a “very substantial wage ad- 
justment” for 450,000 aerospace 
workers in the U.S. and Canada; 
a “substantial additional adjust- 
ment” for the skilled trades 
along with wage equalization for 
Canadian Machinists and Auto 
Workers; and major improve- 
ments in pensions, health care, 
income security and union shop 
provisions. 

President P. L. Siemiller and 

nited Auto Workers President 
Walter P, Reuther assured the 
delegates at the ratification 
meeting that neither a work 
stoppage nor federal interven- 
tion will be necessary if the com- 
panies bargain in good faith. 

If not, both unions are pre- 
pared to back their aerospace 
members with every resource 
available, they agreed. 

The conference said “we 
strongly resent and reject the as- 
sertions that aerospace unions 
must dilute and temper their de- 
mands for justified wage adjust- 
ments while aerospace manage- 
iments continue to amass profits 
without any restrictions what- 
ever.” 

Despite the prevalence of cost- 
of-living clauses, “aerospace 
workers have not shared in the 
growing wealth of this nation as 
have millions of others,” the con- 
erence said. 

Besides increases in take-home 
pay, union negotiators listed 
these objectives among others: 

e Improved cost-of-living pro- 
visions. 

eA substantial wage adjust-

ADA board over 
McCarthy support 


Charging that Americans for 
Democratic Action has become a 
“single issue” organization and 
has split the liberal coalition by 
its endorsement of Senator Eu- 
gene J. McCarthy (D-Minn.) for 
President, three AFLCIO union 
presidents have resigned from the 
ADA board. 


The board’s 65 to 47 endorse- 
ment of McCarthy for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination 
was assailed by the union leaders 
as a repudiation of President 
Johnson on the issue of Viet Nam 
while overlooking his overall rec- 
ord of accomplishment. 


Resigning were I. W. Abel, pres- 
ident of the Steelworkers; Jos- 
eph A. Beirne, president of the 
Communications Workers; and 
Louis Stulberg, president of the 
Ladies’ Garment Workers. Abel 
and Beirne are members of the 
AFLCIO Executive Council. All 
three indicated their unions

A number of unions helped 
found ADA in 1947 as an organi- 
zation bringing together demo- 
cratic liberals to help achieve 
liberal programs and support lib- 
eral candidates, 

The board’s endorsement of 
McCarthy brought the resigna- 
tion also of a number of individ- 
uals including John P. Roche, an 
adviser to President Johnson and 
a former national chairman of 
ADA, and Leon H. Keyserling, a 
vice chairman, member of the 
board since 1953 and former 
chairman of the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers.

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Give ‘truth in lending’ 


a push; write Senators 


It has been more than a month since the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed its strong version of the truth in lending bill 
and no word has come from Washington as to its fate. 

The silence means only that the bill is in process but has 
not received the final verdict of the Senate or a Senate-House 
conference to reconcile differences between it and the much 
weaker and less desirable Senate bill. 

@ So, letters and wires to California's tw 
W. Kuchel and George Murphy, urging 
provisions of the House truth in lending bill are very much in 
order. Consumer legislation has become a popular cause with 
Senators and Congressmen and all the pressure the voters can 
put on them will make it more popular. 

The House version of truth in lending will give you im- 
portant protection against hardship through wage garnishment 
and the two-often accompaniment of being fired when your pay 
is garnished. ; 

It requires that lenders and credit sellers tell you what the 
true cost of the loan is annually, not just the monthly interest 
which does not clearly tell a borrower just what he is paying 
in dollars and cents. It extends that requirement to so-called 
“revolving” charge accounts in stores, something the Senate 
bill overlooked. 

The unwary housewife (or her husband) who may fal] 
for the “suede shoe” salesman’s approach is given an escape 
clause from a contract they may sign for home repairs without 
being told they are adding a mortgage to their home. 

The House bill is one of the most significant advances ever 
for you and all consumers. That is, it will be, if it is the fina] 
form of the law.

A century ago this month, a group of clergymen gathered 
at a lichen-covered rock on a Berkeley hillside to dedicate the 
College of California. That tiny college became the University 
of California, one of the world’s greatest centers of higher edu- 
cation and research. 

As the University’s campuses proudly mark its 100th birth- 
day, there is a somewhat sad note. The state has been generous 
to its University over the years, recognizing that education is 
an investment which pays back far more than its costs. 

Now, for the first time, education is considered a com- 
modity to be bought as cheaply as possible—not as an article of 
inestimable value which must be made available to benefit the 
state and its citizens. 

The first two budgets of the “cut, squeeze, trim” Reagan 
administration have been mercilessly cut back to far below 
what the University needs so its services may grow along with 
the growth of the state. 

Not only does Reagan “economy” prevent growth but the 
president of the University has warned that continuance of that 
policy must result in elimination of services or services of in- 
ferior quality. 

Looking at education with a miser’s eye, the governor 

@®wants to shift heavy costs to the students, most of whom are 
barely able to keep up with the current level of educational 
expense. ‘ 

Labor just recently won a modest share in the University 
research and educational services which long have benefitted 
industry and agriculture. The labor research budget cut to date 
has been disproportionately large, but all phases of University 
activities have suffered to the detriment of all of California. 

So, on the University’s birthday, it will take vigorous 
political and legislative activity if there are to be any happy 
returns of the day.

Chemical union 
wins settlement 


Chemical Workers 62, ready to 
strike the FMC plant in Newark 
as their contract expiration 
neared without a complete man- 
agement offer, have pulled out a 
last-minute settlement. 

They won a major demand for 
severance pay for the approxi- 
mately 80 workers who face lay- 
off later in the year as result of 
closure of one plant section. Sev- 
erance runs from 1 to 25 weekg 
pay, depending on length of ser- 
vice, 

Wages were raised 11 to 18 
;cents per hour in the first year 
of a two-year contract and 11 
to 17 cents in the second year. 
Pensions, major medical benefits, 
vacations and sick leave were im- 
| proved. 

Added to the vacation sched- 
ule were five weeks vacation 
after 25 years and four weeks 
after 15. 


Higher food prices 


| Food prices averaged higher 
\in January for the second con- 
| Secutive month in the San Fran- 
|cisco-Oakland metropolitan area, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistic 
reports. The over the month rise 
of 0.9 per cent was caused al- 
most entirely by higher charges 
for fresh fruits and vegetables.
